SEVERE WITH 
DRUNKARDS. 


•Commenting upon the announcement of an Indian- 


aolis judge that he will hereafter deal with severity in 
disposing of the most numerous class of cases that 
come before city courts, the Indianapolis Star says: 


Altogether commendable is Judge Taylor's an- 


nouncement that his court will show no mercy 
hereafter to men who are brought before him for 
drunkenness. 
There has been entirely too much 


talk of late about the drunkard being the help- 
less victim of the saloon. No saloon will harm 
him if he goes his way about his business; but if 
he stays in it he should be made to feel the con- 
sequences of his acts: Much discretion has to be 
employed in such cases so as to avoid merely 
punishing the offender's family, through the loss 
of his earnings. No doubt the ideal society of the 
future will devise some way in which men of this 
stripe may be put to work under surveillance and 
their earnings turned 
over to their families. 


There will be less drunkenness when the offender 
realizes that he is the object of scorn and punish- 
ment instead of pity-and pathetic oratory. 
There is no need to wait for the 'ideal society of the 


'future" to establish provision for dealing rationally 
With the drunkard and the wife beater and the man 
iwho by reason of acquired habits or natural mean- 
ness will not support his family. The drunkard is the 
most numerous of these offenders and he constitutes 
by far the largest part of the burden entailed upon so- 


•' 
city .'for the maintenance of courts and the support of 
places of confinement. An institution where these of- 


' fenders can be made to earn their living at hard work 
will have a vastly greater correctional influence than 
'merely jail or workhouse. 
Society need not in all 


respects be ideal to manage this problem in a more ra- 
tional and practical and less expensive way than it now 


• Employs. 


It is ascertained that of the ninety-two counties of 


Indiana fifty-three of them have limited saloons to the 
minimum under the Proctor regulation act. Also it is 
learned that forty-two of the cities of the state have 
fixed the license at the maximum. Those counties 
which have put the limit on saloons at one for each

WAR SCARE IS ABATED. 


\ 


The war scare it appears was that and nothing more. 


There is to be no invasion of Mexico unless congress 
becomes belligerent and orders it and there is to be no 
conflict of any sort. The -army is merely doing some 
Shadow boxing to get itself in trim and incidentally is 
patrolling the Mexican border to enforce the neutral- 
ity laws, which have not been treated with great re- 
•'spect since the revolution in Mexico began. President 
Taft has taken hold of the situation and to the end 
that there may be no needless public alarm on either 
side the border and no doubt also with a view to pre- 
venting any stock gambling uses of the military situa- 
tion, he has adopted a policy of complete publicity with 
respect to the movements and maneuvers of the army. 
Whatever orders are henceforth decided upon for the 
military now on the -border will be issued to the 
public first. 


•A little of this open-faced policy a couple of weeks 


ago would have spared a lot of anxiety and a deal of 
sensationalism that have distressed and excited both 
countries. However, even sham battles have to be con- 
ducted with some respect for secrecy of strategic pur- 
pose and it does not seem to have dawned upon the 
great men in Washington that the people of the 
United States and Mexico, viewing the unexpected 
and hurried massing of troops on the border, would at 
once jump to the most sensational and picturesque con- 
clusions. 


Mexico had requested a better effort on the part of 


this government to enforce the neutrality laws as the 
passage of contraband was constant and irritating and 
was the main source of the revolution's vitality. With 
this request there was such an overwhelming com- 
pliance as swept Mexico a bit off her feet and greatly 
astonished the people of this land. 
And that is all 


there is to it. At any rate, so say the Washington dis- 
patches, which arc always veracious beyond compare. 


•With an abundance of food on every hand, prices rose, members of thls association, 


until for many they became prohibitory. Those who set 
out to charge all that the.traffic would bear met and passed 
the limit. When they found that this had been done and 
that possible legal complications might be encountered they 
spoke o£ overproduction, and prices fell.
